REPORT ON MANSFIELD GOLONY

Holcomb.

The report of the Connecticut culony
for epileptics at Mansfield for the past
fwo years has been submitted to Gov.
Af, H. Holcomb. The report of the su-
pc-rin'mnd-ant, Dr. Donald L. Ross; is in
part as follows:

Patients were Tfirst
colony May 15, 1814,
than two years after the ground was
first broken for the erection of the
ward buildings. In the starting of the
coulony the scheme forr water supply,
sewage dispos=al, heating, etc, had o
be worked out, and when this is taken
into consideration the period was not
loang. I feel you are to be congratu-
iated that the colony has started under
such =plendld preparation. What has
beeann done has been dome well. The
most difficult period of the colony's
existence iz already past.

Sinca the opening 69 patients, 38
mesle and 31 female, have been udmit-
ted, Four patients, three male and
orne female, have been discharged,
leaving & census of 63, 35 males anf 30
females, at the end of the year. Of
thoes discharged, one was improved
and three unimproved.

We have not had to record any
deaths, and the gencral health of all
the inmates has been good.

Of thos=e admitted. 16 were under
the age of 20, 2¥ between 20 and 30,
five between 50 and 40, nioe bethween
40 and §9: seven were hemiplegics. In
13 the epilepsy has existed less than
ten vears, in §5 the epilepsy has exist-
ed over ten years.

To care for the accidental wounds
and to perform the necessary surgiczl
procedures, & small room has Dbeen
equipped as =: operation room.

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SHIFT FEEBLE-MINDED
TO STATE ASYLUMS,

Propesed Bill iN_;Jd—'Fake Them OQOut
of Almshouses.

A mropesed act coucet
tention of insane per in alms-
Rouses was given hearing by the com-
mittee on humane institutions in Hart-
ford on Tuesdaoy. It was wrged in fa-
vor of the meusure, that while there
are eiderly persons whose minds have
begn weakencd by ¢ld age may be
proper!y cared for in almshouses, that
the really insane, whether they be
feeble-minded or liable to  become
dangerous, should receive expert treat-
ment, in order that & permanet or
complete cure might be effvcted, There
are now 00 igsane peopls in the alins-
houses of the state that ought to be
under itreatment in the state hospitals
for tlie insane, and arrangaments
should be made by an increase in the
size of the stale institutions for their
eocommodation. Insanity s u dicease
and the place for a sick patient is In
an hospital, not an almshouse, In the
almshouse at tho present time there
are cripples, deaf and dumb, blind,
epileptics,, feeble-minded and in-
sane, while the almshouses should be
devoted solely to the care of the un-
forcunate poor. In many instances the
poor are self-supporting. It was zs-
serted that from an economical and
Christian . standpoint insane people,
even the mildly insane, should not be
retained in almshouses,

Dr, Edward D, Downs, president of
the state board of charities, appeared
in opposition. He could see nothing
of an economical nature in the mcas-
ure, and many people went to the
almshouse for choice, and the women
found pleasure in working in  the
gardens and the men in the fields.
Poor men =also found pleasure in
smoking their pipes and enjoying the
exercise of sawing wood at will, and
chose the almshouse as home. In most
of these cases the inmates may be
lacking meéntally, they might be clasz-
ed under this proposed bill as feeble-
minded or insane, and bundied away
to an insane retreat, away from their
friends in their home towns. There
are people in almshouses who are
there willingly, but would not want
to have the satigma of insanity upon
them, as it would have a detriment
affect upon their relatives, especially
their chil@ren and grandchildren, Only
ten per cent, of the inmates of the
siate hospitals are digcharged as prac-
tically cured and nearly all of these
are returned. and he considered the
present almshouse plan as satisfac-
tory.

Mrs, Frank A, Mitchell said that 460
inmates of the almshouses of the state
were old people, physically weak and
unablp to take their places in the
world, and it would be 2 hardship 1o
take these people away from their
home town and friénds, for no matter
how wpoor the pauper he Tas some
friend who make occasional calls.

REMEDY POLLUTION OF
CONNECTICUT WATERWAYS

Special Committes Makes Its Report
—Cities Must Consider Problem,

Legisiation designed to remedy the
Prezsent conditions of waters in this
&tate 1o prevent their pollution in the
future will be introdr;ced into the gen-
eral assembly, says the rteport of a
special committen uf the state board
of health, which lhas becn making a
6tudy oI the problem, s authorized
by the assembly of twe years azo,
The report was made public Wed!
nesday night,

The report, which is an exhaustive
one, covering nearly 190 printed pases,
2nd containing many photoegraphs, and
c}mrl:—-. iz sigmed Ly the commiitee:
Bdwurd K. Foot, Althert W. Phillips,
Lowis Sparry, Arthur J. Weolff, Louis
Jd. Pons, J. Frederick Jackson and Jo-
seph H. Townsend.

In part, the report =says: “Though
we cannot s=ay that the condition «f
the rivers voliuted is divectly aflfecting
the health of any Lummunll} we know
that in many instances it is offensive
to the sense of decency =and that it
threatens the existence of major fish
life which is a source of revenue and
# means of sustenance to many hun-
dreds of c¢itizens of this state. The
improvement of these conditions Is
not impossible, nor would the expense
be excessive if remadial action is taken
in time; the longer it is delaved the
greater the cost will be™

Large Streams Not Much Affected.

After showing tables concerning
samples of water taken from many
streams in the state, the report =ays:
"The board concludes that with few
exceptions all the streams of the stite
Eive evidence of pollution. In the case
of large streams like the Connscticut.
Thames amnd Housatonic, the flow is
20 large and the volume is increased
20 greatly by the influx of salt water
at each tide, vn those portions which
are tidal, that the dilution is sufficient
forr the present to take <are of the
sawage and wastes from the different
cities on them, provided the outlets
discharge far enough out from the
shore to provide guick and adequate
mixinzg and dispersion of the wastes
and to permit their being carried away
Ly the tidal currents.

“LCafortunately, this condition is not
true of most towns” continues tlie
report.* “*Within the next few wyears
many towns will be obliged to in-
stall some kind of plant and it is very
important that the tyvpe of such in-
stallation zhould be passed on by the
stute board, in order that the rights
of adjoining towns and the public at
large be protected. The streams
which extend beyond the borders of
the state into Massachusetts all show
sizns of pollution.”

Waste from Factories.

After discussing the pollution caused
by wastes from factories, etc., the re-
port eays: *“Connecticut is largely a
manufactoring state and on a<count
of the excellent waterpower available,
many of these industries are situated
on the rivers. These industries are
of great value 1o the stute and no
action restricting them in the legiti-
mate use of the streams to dispose af
their wattes =hould De considered
when, however, their use of the stream
Iz such as to menace public hezlth or
offend decency, there shonld be no hes-
itation in stopping it. The rights of
the public should be supreme at 2]l
times. But the mistaken idea that the
interests of public health and manu-
facturing industiries are diametrically
opposed should be dismissed. It has
been one of the greatest obstacles in
preventing the correction of pollution
of our streams. Each needs the as-
sistaunce of the other and they shiould
work hand in hapnd solving the prob-
fem.”

The tower will bs 75 feet in helght
and will rise above the machine shop
on the east side of this building.

Resume Work on Terminal.

Wors that has been temhporarily sus-
poended on the state terminal at New
London is expected to bo resumed in
a few davs.

Coldl weather caused its tems-
porary abandonment, largely owing to
the fact that the quarries wer shut
cl_own. making it impogsible to obtain
riprap and other stone. It is expected
thit a conference of the contractors
and quarrymen will be held this weeld
with a view to begioning operations
on a large scale soon. Practically no
outside work has been carried on at
the terminal for several weeks.

OFFICE OF THE
STREET COMMISSIONER,
Norwich, Dec. 21, 1014,

The ordinances of the City of Nor-
wich provide that the owner Or own-
ers, ¢gccupant or occupants, privale
corporations, or any person baving
care of agny building or lot of land,
bordering on any street, square, or
public place within the City, where
there is a sidewalk graded, or graded
and paved, shall canse to be removed
therefrom any and all snow, aleet and
ice within threp hours aftér the samea
shall have fallen, been deposited or
found, or within thres hours after sun-
rise when the same shall have fallenin
the night season; also, that whenever
the sidewalk, or any part thersef, ad-
joining any building or lot of land, or
any street, square or publio places shall
be covered with jce, it shall be the
duty of the owner, Or OWners, occu-
pant or cccupants, private corpora-
tion, or any person having the care of
such bailding or lot to cause such side-
walk to be made =afs and conveniant
by removing the 1ce thercefrom, or cov-
ering the same with sand or some
other zultabie substance,
The failure to do so for iwo hours
during the daytime exposes the
in defauit to the penalty provided by
the ordinances.
The ordinances also provide that in
case of violution of any of the
foregoing provisions, or refusal or neg-
lect to comply with them, the party
violating them or not complying with
them shall pay a penalty of tive dollers
for every four hours of neglect, after
notice from any policeman of the city.
The ordinances also make it the
duty of the Street Commissioner to
collect zll penalties incurred under the
foregoing provisions, and if they are
not pald to him on demand. to report
the case to the City Attorney. who
shall prosecute the party offending,
